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LATE  CABLES 


The  1937  season  in  Canadian  Prairie  Provinces 
promises  to  equal  the  record  year  1936  for  early  maturity 
of  grains  but  no  change  apparent  in  general  crop  situation 
during  past  week.  Considerable  lodging  of  grain  in  Manitoba, 
resulted  from  heavy  rains  but  no  serious  damage  from 
rust  expected  except  in  late  fields.  Outturn  for  Province 
expected  to  be  above  average.  Further  deterioration  noted 
in  northeastern  Saskatchewan  and  wheat  yields  will  be  low 
but  recent  rains  benefited  feed  prospects  in  northwest 
corner.  Below-average  yields  still  expected  in  Alberta 
but  July  rains  improved  conditions  and  fairly  good  com- 
mercial crops  in  prospect  over  much  of  Province.  Hail 
damage  reported  many  points  of  3  Provinces  and  consider- 
able injury  caused  by  insect  pests,  especially  in  southern 
and  east  central  Alberta.  (Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics, 
Ottawa. ) 

Irish  Free  State  preliminary  acreage  estimates  re- 
ported as  follows,  with  1936  comparisons  in  parentheses: 
Wheat  224,000  acres  (255,000),  oats  572,000  (559,000). 
barley  131,000  (130,000),  and  potatoes  326,000  acres 
334,000).     (Agricultural  Attache  C.  C.  Taylor,  London.) 

French  Tobacco  Monopoly  advanced  prices  of  prac- 
tically all  tobacco  products  effective  July  12.  Popular 
cigarette  brands  increased  20  to  30  francs  (75  cents  to 
$1.13)  per  thousand.  Average  increase  about  17  percent. 
Prices  of  imported  American  cigarettes  remain  unchanged. 
(P.  G.  Minneman,  Tobacco  Specialist,  London.) 
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GRAINS 

German  Government  requisitions  "bread  grains 

In  a  decree  of  July  27,  the  German  grain  authorities  announced 
that  farmers  would  be  required  to  deliver  their  total  "bread-grain  har- 
vest ^to  the  Government,  it  was  reported  by  cable  from  Agricultural  At- 
tache L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin.     Only  such  quantities  as  required  on  farms 
for  food  and  for  seed  may  be  retained,  and  no  bread  grain  may  be  used 
for  feed  unless  it  is  absolutely  unfit  for  milling  purposes. 

TThile  the  grain  question  in  Germany  is  largely  a  feed  rather  than 
a  food  problem,  it  was  announced  that  the  measure  was  taken  to  assure 
the  bread  sxipply  and  to  establish  a  basis  for  rebuilding  depleted  carry- 
over stocks.     The  1937  bread-grain  harvest  is  expected  to  be  large  enough 
to  care  for  domestic  food,  and  seed  requirements,  but  Mr.  Steere  is  of 
the  opinion  that  the  replenishment  of  stocks  will  depend  largely  upon 
the  volume  of  imports  during  the  1937-38  season.     Considerable  importa- 
tion of  corn  and  barley  is  also  to  be  expected.     This  will  be  used  to 
supplement  domestic  root  crops,  which  now  appear  quite  promising,  and 
to  encourage  an  increase  in  hog  production. 

COTTON 

Larger  cotton  crop  expected  in  Northern  Brazil 

The  first  official  estimate  of  the  1937  cotton  crop  in  Northern 
Brazil  is  for  a  yield  of  1,005,000  bales  of  478  pounds  each,  as  reported 
by  American  Consul . General  Emil  Sauer  at  Rio  de  Janeiro.     This  is  an  in- 
crease of  about  24  percent  compared  with  the  official  estimate  at  this 
time  last  year  of  812,000  bales  for  the  1936  crop.     The  first  estimate, 
however,  is  predicated  upon  the  continuation  of  favorable  weather  and  ab~ 
sense  of  serious  insect  damage  up  to  the  beginning  of  harvest  early  in 
September.     The  final  estimate  of  the  1936  crop  was  644,000  bales. 

It  is  still  too  early  to  estimate  the  total  1937-38  cotton  crop 
of  Brazil.    Planting  does  not  begin  in  Southern  Brazil  until  late  in 
September  and  the  crop  will  not  be  ready  for  harvest  until  in  March  1938. 
The  second  official  estimate,  just  issued,   of  last  season's  crop  in 
Southern  Brazil  is  1,063,000  bales,  which,  added  to  the  final  estimate 
for  Northern  Brazil,  indicates  a  total  crop  of  1,707,000  bales  for 
1936-37.     Cotton  production  in  Brazil  has  shown  a  marked  upward  trend 
in  recent  years,   the ' average  for  the  5  years  ended  with  1932-33  having 
been  only  498,000  bales  annually.    The  1933-34  crop,  however,  reached  t 
1,014,000  bales,   that  of  1934-35  totaled  1,359,000  bales,  and  the* 
1935-36  crop  was  the  highest  on  record,   reaching  1,765,000  bales. 
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.  HOPS 

European  hop  -prospects  in  July 

It  appeared  likely  in  July  that  the  total  1937  hoP  acreage  of 
continental  European  countries  would  show  some  decline  from  that  of 
1936,  according  to  the  Berlin  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics.    A  15-percent  reduction  is  expected  in  Germany,  and  some  de- 
crease has  been  noted  in  "both  Belgium  and  Austria.    Whether  these  de- 
creases will  be  offset  by  increases  in  Poland  and  Yugoslavia  remains  to 
be  seen,  but  the  prospect  appeared  rather  unlikely  on  the  basis  of  July 
reports. 

The  condition  of  the  plants  in  July  ranged  from  only  fair  in  Czecho- 
slovakia to  generally  good  in  Germany  and  somewhat  advanced  in  most  other 
continental  countries.    Most  of  Europe  experienced  a  cool,  rainy  spring, 
which  retarded  the  growth  of  the  plants,  but  this  was  generally  overcome 
by  abnormally  warm  weather  in  late  May  and  early  June.    Premature  "blossom- 
ing resulted  in  some  districts  from  the  very  hot  weather  of  June.    This  may 
affect  yields  Adversely,  especially  in  Czechoslovakia,  where  the  drought 
of  early  July  was  followed  by  a  cnld  period. 

In  the'  Saaz  district,  which  produces  about  70-75  percent  of  the 
Czechoslovak  crop,  early  pruned  plants  had  reached  trellis  height  or 
-pafreed  it  by  July  15.     Late-pruned  plants, however,  and  those  infested 
with  insects  will  be  pushed  to  reach  maturity  by  harvest  time.    The  con- 
dition of  the  crop  was  generally  less  favorable  than  at  the  corresponding 
time  in  1936,  although  the  plants  locked  fresh  and  gredn,  with  no  signifi- 
cant damage  no^ed  fj?om  insects  and  diseases.     In  the  Auscha  district, 
accounting  for  .about  15  percent  of  the' Czechoslovak  croP,  a  generally 
satisfactory  condition  prevailed,  although  development  was  not  so  good 
as  was  apparent  last  season  on  the  corresponding  date.     Control  measures 
against  leaf  lice  had  been  applied,  and  some  damage  from  hail  was  noted. 
While  conditions  were  rather  satisfactory  in  the  Raudnitz  district,  the 
crop  to  be  harvested  this  year  was  expected  to  be  about  one  third  smaller 
than  that  of  1936.    Peronospora  infestation  was  general  in  the  Dauba 
ai strict,  but  plant  conditions  were  about  as  good  as  those  reported  in 
July  1936. 

In  Germany,  the  district  of  Hallertau  usually  accounts  for  about 
60  percent  of  the  total  crop.     The  weather  has  been  none  too  favorable 
this  season,  but  the  condition  of  the  hop  crop  was  generally  satisfac- 
tory in  July.    A  significant  reduction  in  the  acreage  usually  devoted 
to  hops  was  apparent.     In  the  Jura  district,  hop  plants  have  developed 
favorably,  but  active  spraying  has  been  necessary  to  combat  infestation 
of  diseases  and  insects.     Some  hail  damage  was  noted  in  the  Spalt  district, 
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"but  otherwise  the  plants  were  in  satisfactory  condition*     The  Spalt» 
Hersbrucker  Gebirge,  and  Tettnang  districts  account  for  about  10  percent 
each  of  the  German  hop  crop .     It  was  too  early  to  forecast  crop  volume 
for  1937,  "but  conditions  were  generally  good  in  July. 

After  the  adverse  weather  experienced  during  May  and  June  in 
Poland,  hop  plants  made  good  growth  in  July,  "but  a  smaller  crop  was  ex- 
pected this-  season  in  the  important  district  of  Lublin.     In  Dubno,  the 
plants  had  a  healthy  appearance.    The  hop  acreage  of  the  Rohrbach  dis- 
trict of  Austria  has  been  considerably  reduced,  but  the  general  condi- 
tion of  the  plants  was  good.     If  the  crop  and  the  prices  received  are 
not  satisfactory  this  season,  it  is  said  that  plantings  will  decrease 
further  in  1938.    A  10-percent  reduction  has  been  reported  for  the 
Poperinghe  hop  district  of  Belgium,  which  in  1336  produced  about  66 
percent  of  the  Belgian  crop. 

FRUITS,  VEGETABLES,  AND  NUTS 

•   European  apple  and  pear  prospects  decline  further  in  July 

European  fruit  crop  prospects  declined  slightly  in  July  and  the 
apple  crop  is  now  expected  to  be  somewhat  smaller  and  the  pear  crop 
definitely  smaller  than  in  1936,  according  to  a  cable  from  C.  C.  Taylor, 
Agricultural  Attache  at  London.    Apple  crops  are  reported  to  be  lighter 
than  in  1936  in  England,  Belgium,  France,   Italy,  Denmark,  Czechoslovakia, 
and  Hungary,  but  larger  in  the  Netherlands,  Germany,   Switzerland,  Austria, 
Jugoslavia,  Bulgaria,  and  Rumania.    Best  prospects  in  Germany  are  in  the 
Bodensoe  area  adjacent  to  Lake  Constance  but  wind  and  hail  damage  is 
still  a  threat  in  this  section. 

Smaller  pear  crops  are  expected  in  Belgium,  Switzerland,  Italy, 
Germany,  the  Netherlands,  Denmark,  Poland,  Czechoslovakia,  and  Hungary, 
with  larger  crops  in  prospect  in  Sweden,  Norway,  Austria,  and  Bulgaria, 
A  larger  Bartlett  pear  crop  is  expected  in  France  but  the  quality  is  re- 
ported to  be  poor.     Late  pears  will  be  less  plentiful  than  last  year  in 
France,     Since  Belgium,  Switzerland,   Italy,   the  Netherlands,  and  France, 
the  chief  surplus  pear  producing  countries,  all  expect  crops  inferior 
to  1936,  there  should  be  less  competition  in  Europe  for  American  pears 
during  the  1937-38  season. 

There  is  an  active  interest  at  present  in  apples  in  the  United 
*' Kingdom  because  of  the     improved  purchasing  power  in  the  country,  the 
light  quantities  of  imported  apples  available,  and  the  knowledge  that 
although  larger  apple  crops  are  expected  in  the  United  States  and  Canada 
this  season,  they  will  not  be  much  above  average.     There  is  a  better  in- 
quiry in  France  for  imported  apples  and  pea,rs  but  the  large  French

Bartlett  pear  crop  is  offering  considerable  competition.     The  decline 
in  the  value  of  the  Trench  franc  is  also  discouraging  imports.    A  good 
outlet  for  United  States  apples  and  pears  is  expected  in  France  if  li- 
cense taxes  are  removed.    There  should  he  a  good  market  for  Anjou  pears 
from  the  United  States  until  new  crop  pears  from  the  Southern  Hemisphere 
countries  reach  France  in  March,.,  according  to  the  report* 

Larger  apple  and  pear  imports  are  expected  in  Belgium  during 
1937-38  on  account  of  the  small  domestic  crops  of  these  fruits.  Sweden 
expects  to  import  fewer  early  pears  from  Italy,  Austria,  and  Czecho- 
slovakia, hut  a  good  outlet  for  United  States  pears  is  expected  in 
November  and  December.    There  should  be  a  fairly  good  outlet  in  the 
Netherlands  for  American  apples  but  because  of  the  larger  crop  there 
this  year,  imports  will  not  be . made  in  large  volume  until  November  or 
December.    The  outlet  for  pears  should  be  better  than  last  year. 

Heavy  quantities  of  Gravenstein  apples  are  being  exported  from 
Italy  but  exports  of  pears' and  late  apples  are  expected  to  be  short 
except  from  the  Trento  area.    Apple  exports  of  Switzerland,  Austria, 
and  the  Netherlands  are  expected  to  go  chiefly  to  Germany  and  possibly 
some  to  Czechoslovakia.     Since  Germany  is  taking  only  small  quantities 
of  United  States  apples,  increased  imports  into  Germany  from  nearby 
countries  will  have  little  effect  on  exports  from  the  United  States. 
The  large  cider-apple  crops  in  Switzerland,   South  Germany,  and  Austria 
mean  that  there  will  be  large  quantities  of  fruit  available  for  manu- 
facture of  cider,  jams,  and  marmalade. 

Palestine  citrus  exports  heavy  in  1936-37 

Exports  of  citrus  fruit  from  Palestine  during  the  1936-37  sea- 
son, November  to  May,  reached  the  record  total  of  10,930,000  boxes,  of 
which  9,400,000  were  oranges,   1,470,000  grapefruit,  and  60,000  lemons, 
according  to  a  report  from  Albert  T7.  Scott,  American  Consul  at  Jerusalem. 
In  the  1935-36  season,  total  shipments  were  around  6,282,000  boxes,  com- 
prising 5,398,000  boxes  of  oranges,  834,000  boxes  of  grapefruit,  and 
50,000  boxes  of  lemons.     The  large  exports  of  .1936-37  placed  Palestine 
second  only  to  Spain  as  an  exporter  of  citrus  fruits.     Citrus  fruit  ex- 
ports from  Palestine  make  up  about  80  percent  of  the  total  value  of  the 
country's  exports.     On  the  basis  of  present  plantings,  a  heavy  increase 
in  exports  may  be  expected  in  the  next  5  years.     Shipments  are  made  to 
practically  all  European  and  nearby  countries  but  the  United  Kingdom  is 
the  chief  market. 

Growers  and  shippers  lost  heavily  on  citrus  exports  from  Palestine 
during  1936-37  because  of  the  large  exports,  the  competition  from  Spanish 
oranges,  and  the  poor  keeping  quality  of  the  fruit.    Many  shipments 
landed  in  the  United  Kingdom  showing  25  to  50  percent  loss  instead  of 
the  usual  5  percent.     The  failure  of  the  fruit  to  land  in  good  condition 
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is  explained  "by  unusually  high  moisture  in  the  fruit,  which  was  aggravated 
by  inadequate  transport  facilities  in  Palestine,  lack  of  suitable  storage 
accommodations  and  consequent  congestion  at  Palestine  ports,  and  the  ne- 
cessity of  shipping  on  slow  and  improperly  ventilated  vessels. 

Exports  of  citrus  from  South  Africa  expanding 

Total  exports  of  citrus  fruit  from  South  Africa  have  shown  a 
steady  upward  trend  since  the  World  far,  according  to  the  Fruit  Intelli- 
gence Notes  of  the  Imperial  Economic  Committee.    Exports  have  increased 
from  an  average  of  323,000  boxes  in  the  5-year  period,  1920-1924,  to 
2,351,000  boxes  in  the  5-year  period,  1932-1936.     Of  the  total  exported 
in  the  past  5  years,  2,043,000  boxes  were  oranges,  15,000  tangerines, 
265,000  grapefruit,  and  28,000  lemons.    Practically  all  the  exports  of 
South  African  citrus  fruits  go  to  the  United  Kingdoms.    There  has  been  an 
increase  in  exports  of  citrus  fruits  to  other  European  countries,  how- 
ever, in  the  past  few  yoars.     South  African  citrus  fruit  is  marketed  in 
the  summer  season  from  May  until  November  and  chiefly  competes  with  ex- 
ports of  Valencia  oranges  from  California* 

European  filbert  production  large 

The  1937  filbert  production  of  Europe  is  expected  to  be  above 
average  and  about  equal  to  the  large ycr op  produced  in  1936,  according 
to  a  report  from  Agricultural  Attache  N.  I.  Nielsen  at  Paris.    Under  the 
assumption  that  the  1937  filbert  production  in  Spain  will  be  about  aver- 
age, it  is  believed  the  total  filbert  production  of  Italy,  Spain,  and 
Turkey  will  amount  to  about  130,000  short  tons,  unshelled  basis,  com- 
pared with  128,000  tons  estimated  to  have  been  produced  in  those  three 
countries  in  1936  and  the  1929-1934  average  of  91,800  tons. 

Present  indications  arc  that  Italy  will  again  have  a  fairly  good 
crop,  as  the  commercial  production  both  around  Naples  and  in  Sicily 
shows  prospects  of  an  above-;- average  crop  of  good  quality.     The  Italian 
crop  vail  probably  amount  to  about  28,000  tons,  unshelled  basis,  com- 
pared with  36,000  tons  produced  in  1936  and  the  6-year  average  of  20,800 
tons.    Although  there  is  lack  of  first-hand  information  regarding  filbert 
conditions  in  Spain,  it  is  believed  that  .an  average-sized  crop  is  in  . 
prospect,  with  an  estimated  production  of  27,000  tons,  unshelled  basis. 
Climatic  conditions  in  Turkey  have  been  unusually  favorable  for  filberts, 
and  it  is  believed  that  the  1937  production  will  be  in  the  neighborhood 
of  75,000  tons,  unshelled  basis,  compared  with  66,000  tons  believed  to 
have  been  produced  in  1936,  and  the  6-year  average  of  44,200  tons. 

The  marketing  situation  during  the  1937-38  season  will  be  governed 
largely  by  the  course  of  events  in  Spain  and  by  the  extent  to  which  Turkey 
is  successful  in  disposing  of  filberts  in  Germany.    During  the  season 
now  coming  to.  an  end,  conditions  in  Spain  made  it  possible  for  Italy  to

G-ernan  hog  numbers 

Hog  numbers  in  Germany  were  indicated  by  the  June  3  census  to 
be  slightly  higher  than  they  were  a  year  earlier  and  the  highest  post- 
war June  figures  of  record.    Breeding  stock,  however,  has  declined  mate- 
rially since  last  year.     The  total  number  of  brood  sows,  1,955,000  was 
10  percent  below  that  for  June  1936.     There  were  also  204,000  fewer 
sows  in  farrow  than  a  year  earlier.    All  of  the  increase  this  year 
over  last  year  occurred  in  the  group  from  8  weeks  to  6  months  old.
